Consultative Pact Might 
Infer Some Sort of 
Agreement To Use 
Force, Says Statement. 


LONDON, March 26.—(Wednes- 
day.) —(/)—Rumors current late last 
night that the naval conference had 
undergone a dramatic development by 
the fact that the American delegation 
had informed their colleagues that they 
were prepared to make a new pro- 
posal were published in the midnight 
edition of the Daily Herald, laborite 


newspaper close’ to government 


sources. 

The Herald said this proposal was 
the result of a consultation between 
the delegation and President Hoover, 
who had decided to reconsider his de- 
cision that in no case would the Unit- 
ed States be a party to any “security” 
treaty. ‘The implication was that the 
United States had changed its attitude 
toward consultative pacts and was 
willing to enter a pact on changed 
lines in order to save the conference. 

No Change in Position. 

They met with an immediate and 
authoritative denial at the beadquar- 
ters of the Americans. It was said 
that the American policy had not 
been changed from that outlined by 
American spokesmen several weeks 
ago. 

The idea of a consultative pact had 
been chiefly pushed by the French, in 
quest of security guarantees. With- 
out some such guarantee the French 
delegates refused to reduce their claims 
of 724,00 tons for their fleet strength. 

A statement of denial issued by the 
delegation said that it had been made 
clear “that America had no objection 
te entering a consnitative pact as 
such. On the contrary, 
States was already party 


to consult other powers. 
“Te will not, however, 
treaty, whether consultative or other- 
wise, where there is danger of its obli- 
gation being misunderstood as involv- 
ing a promise to render military as- 
sistance, or to guarantee protection by 
military force to another nation, 
Must Find Another Way. 
“Such misunderstanding,” the state- 
ment continued, “might arise if the 
I'nited States entered into such a 
treaty as a-aifid-pro-quo for the reduc- 
tion of naval forces of another power. 


“That danger has hitherto inhered | 
in the present situation, where France | 
has been demanding mutual military | 


security as a condition of naval re-| officials of the treasury and postof-

“If, however, this demand for se- 
curity could be satisfied in some other 
way, then the danger of misunder- 
standing a consultative pact would be 
eliminated, and the question would 
be approached from an entirely differ- 
ent standpoint. 

“In such a case, the American dele- 
gation could consider the matter with 
anu entirely open mind.” 

The American statement came as a 
surprise, the correspondents being 
summoned to headquarters at the Ritz 
shertly after 11:50 last night.

Parliament Passes Bill 
To Stop Issuance of Cus- 
tom Clearance for Rum 
Destined for U. S. 


OTTAWA, Ont., March 25.—()— 
Premier W. L. MacKenzie King’s bill 
to amend the export act was passed 
on third reading by the house of com- 
mons today by a vote of 173 to 11. 
The bill, which grants the government 
authority to refuse clearance to liquor 
shipments destined for the United 
States, now goes to the senate. 

Reading of the bill followed spirited 
debate. Representatives of several 
parties united to furnish the 11 votes 
which oppose the measure. Eight con- 
servatives were joined by a single lib- 
eral, Major C. G. Poweg, member for 
Quebec, south; Henri Bourassa, inde- 
pendent member for Labelle, and A. A. 
Heaps, labor member for Winnipeg, 
north. 

During the debate, R. B. Bennett, 
conservative leader, challenged the gov- 
ernment to resign, declaring that “self- 
respecting ministers would resign in a 
case of this nature.” 

This demand followed a charge that 
the government had changed front 
since, in the last session, W. D. Euler, 
minister of national revenue, had de- 
clared that such a measure was im- 
possible of realization. Mr. Bennett 


quoted Mr. Euler as having said that 
the United States should enforce its 
own law. 

In response to a question by Mr. 
Bennett, Premier W. L. MacKenzie 
King said the phraseology of the bill.

CONIURE MURDER 


Old Woman Says She 
Slew Artist’s Wife To 
Prevent Evil Spirits 
From Pursuing Her. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., March 25.—@ 
Nancy Bowen, old woman of the Cayu- 
gas, admitted today at the murder 
trial of Lila Jimmerson, a 35-year-old 
Seneca, that she killed Mrs. Henri 
Marchand, wife of a Buffalo sculptor, 
after chloroforming the victim in her 
home here March 6. The state charges 
that the younger Indian woman in- 
fluenced Nancy to commit the deed 
ufter leading her to believe Mrs. Mar- 
chand was a witch. 

Love for Henri Marchand, husband 
of the victim, has been advanced by 
the prosecution as Lila’s motive for 
doing away with his wife. She for- 


merly was a model for Marchand. 
The wrinkled squaw, whose testi- 
mony was given through an interpre- 
ter, also is charged with murder and 
will face trial later. ; 
Love Murder, Charged. 


Taking the stand as the session 
drew near a close, the witness veri- 
fied letters signed by a fictitional 
“Mrs. Dooley” telling her why and 
how she must kill Mrs. Marchand. 
“Mrs. Dooley’ was Lila Jimmerson, 
District Attorney Moore told the jury 
in outlining his case. He declared the 
younger woman played on the super- 
stitious mind of Nancy, convinced her 
Mrs. Marchand was a_ witch and 
should be killed to prevent ill-fortune 
befalling Nancy and her relatives. 

“The most powerful motive for mur- 
der that human beings know,” said 
the district attorney, ‘“‘was responsi- 

crime, . 
e defendant said she would 


free, meaning as soon as Mrs. Mar- 
chand was out of the way.” 

Instead of using the traditional bow 
and arrow, Moore said, Lila selected 
as the instrument of death the ancient 
Nancy and by “feeding up her mind 
and inflaming her superstitions,” in- 
duced her to kill. 

Tells How te Conjure. 


The letters from “Mrs. Dooley,” 
which were read into the evidence, 
told Nancy that a “‘witch in the city 
of Buffalo” killed Nancy’s husband, 
“Sassafras Charlie,” because the herb 
he was peddling was _ hurting the 
witches’ trade. The method used by 
the witch was described by the writer 
as follows: 

“She (the witch) said she made an 
old rag doll of Charlie, she put it in 
glass dish, pour green oil on doll 
and filled up dish with beef blood. 
Soon as rot he died.” 

“She kill many, many, many that 
way, Indians and whites,” the letter 
said, and then proceeded to say the 
witch had cut out an effigy of Nancy 
herself with intent to send her to her 
dead husband. 

The district attorney told the jury 
he possessed no evidence to indicate 
Henri Marchand was involved in the 
plot to murder his wife. 

Husband Not Involved. 

Moore said that letters in his pos- 
session, “while they do -not express 
love, do express tender sefitiments”’ be- 


tween the defendant and Marchand. ' 


Sketching the 12-year-old history of 
Marchand’s acquaintance with Lila, 
the district attorney said the artist 
had established relations with the In- 
dian woman to induce her to pose for 
him in his work of modeling museum 
figures. 

The intercession of the federal gov- 
ernment in the trial, through the pres- 
ence with defense counsel of United 
States District Attorney Richard H. 
Templeton, stirred Moore to bitter re- 
sentment. The federal attorney ap- 
peared in court this morning and said 
he was acting on instructions from 
United States Attorney General Wil- 
liam Mitchell. Mr. Moore protested 
his presence and a three-hour recess 
which was permitted to allow him to 
become familiar with the case. A re- 
quest for more time drew from Judge 
F. Bert Thorn, the interjection: 

“I have just about made up my 
mind that the attorney géneral of the 
United States is not the one to run 
this court.” 

Moore said the request that the fed- 
eral government intercede came from 
Chief Clinton Rickard, of the Tus- 
caroras tribe.

nounced that they would whole-heart- 
edly support the change, proposed by 
Councilman Joe Berman, which is to 
be considered by the democratic ex- 
ecutive committee of the city. 
Additional strong support for the 
Berman resolution came Tuesday from 


the Atlanta Inter-Civie Association 
after a meeting in the Chamber of 
Commerce building. This organiza- 
tion, composed of the presidents of 
the various civic groups, adopted a 
resolution calling for the nomination 
and election of members of council “by 
the city at large as in the case of 
aldermen and as provided by the law 
of Georgia.” 
pproval Given Plan. 

Still further backing came from 
Councilman John A. White, who de- 
clared that abolition of ward rule in 
city political cireles is being demanded 
by “virtually every person in all walks 
of life.” Sam N. Freeman, a former 
member of council, and Alfred C. 
Newell, former president of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, aligned themselves 
with the mounting roll of Atlanta 
leaders who are demanding a change. 

Announcement Monday from John 
Wall. chairman of the democratic ex- 
ecutive committee indicated that the 
matter would be eonsidered at a spe- 
cial meeting to be held. on Friday, 

Labor’s” whole hearted mdorsement 
of the plan to outlaw ward politics 
and eleet all members of council by a 
citywide vote was reflected in the 
statement of President Nance.

“Believing that the best interests 
of Atlantans. will be served by nomi- 
nation of council members in a’ pri- 
mary in which every registered voter 
is permitted to cast his ballot,” Mr.

Since that time it has worked con- 
tinually to secure the incorporation 
of these* principles into our present 
government, if not entire substitu- 


tion. 
White Urges Change. 

“There has never been a time in 
Atlanta’s history when there was more 
need for a full expression of all the 
voters on matters pertaining to the 
municipal government,” Councilman 
White said. “Under the law, all mem- 
bers of council should be elected by 
the vote of all those qualified to east 
ballots in the entire city, 

“To my mind, nothing is more im- 
portant than the vote of every regis- 
tered voter on those who occupy seats 
in the general council of the borough 
of Atlanta. *I shall lend every effort 
at my command in support of this pro- 
posed change. I feel that it will be 
to the best interests of every citizen 
of Atlanta, and realize that there is 
an insistent and overwhelming demand 
that the executive committee approve 
the proposal when it meets Friday.

SETS 1990 RECORD 


Five Million-Share Day 
Sees Bears Withstand 
Hard Buying Wave.

NEW YORK, March 25.—()—The 
most impressive bull movement of the 
year developed on the New York 
Stock Exchange in the early hours of 
trading today only to be lost in a 
wave of selling in the late afternoon. 

The ticker fell nearly an hour in 
arrears around midday as trading pro- 


gressed at a pace that promised the 
market its first 5,000,000-share day 
for 1930, but under cover of the late 
ticker, professional bears were able to 
turn the tide, and traders rushed to 
their profits before the close. The 
pace of trading slackened considerably 
during the afternoon, and sales total 
4,526,050 shares. 

Final price changes disclosed that 
net gains and losses were fairly evenly 
balanced. There were several strong 
spots, even during the late trading. 
Standard of New Jersey, Air Reduc- 
tion, A. M. Byers, Bethlehem Steel, 
Colorado Fuel, Utilities Power and 
Light and Peoples Gas were among 
issues closing $2 to $8 a share higher, 
having reached new record prices for 
the vear. , . 

An outstanding weak spot was West- 
ern Union, which dropped $12 to a 
new low for the year at $177. This, 
however, was $22 above the bottom 
touched in November. Publication 
of the annual report, which indicated 
that earnings will recede somewhat 
this year caused heavy selling of the 
shares. 

United States Steel, after moving up 
about to a new peak at 
193.25, dropped to $190. Shares los- 
ing $2 to included Pacifie Light- 
ing, Pacific Gas, Standard Gas, Au- 
burn Auto, I. Case and Goodyear. 
Vanadium Steel sold up $5, then feil 
back $10 from the top. :

WREAKS HAVOE 
IN MIDDLE WES! 


Terrific Wind Hurls Chi- 
cagoan to Death Under 
Wheels of Heavy Bus; 
Cold Reaches Dixie. 


CHICAGO, March 25.—(UN)— 
The spectacle of a great city virtually 
paralyzed by the elements was pre- 
sented tonight by Chicago, fighting 
vainly against the worst spring bliz- 
zard in years, 

The storm spread from Nebraska to 
Pennsylvania and centered in the Chi- 
cago area. A 6G60-mile an hour gale 


from off Lake Michigan sent heavy 
snow swirling into deep drifts to 


block streets, stop surface cars and 
make all other transportation hazard- 
ous and uncertain. 

At least three deaths were attribut- 
able to the blizzard. Most sensational 
was that of an unidentified man at- 
tempting to walk against the gale 
down Michigan boulevard, world- 
known thoroughfare. When he passed 
the Drake hotel, the wind lifted him 
from his feet and sent him rolling 
before a heavy bus. The lumbering 
vehicle crushed him to death. The 
driver said snow was so thick on his 
windshield that he was unable to 
see, 

Fire in a near-by Gary, Ind., apart 
ment house sent 100 persons fleeing 
into the blizzard. Twenty were forced 
to leap into fire nets, One aged man 
was burned to death. 

Many Wrecks. 

A succession of wrecks helped de- 
moralize Chicago elevated and street 
car hnes. Five pérsons ‘were -injdred 
and more than 200 were shaken up 
when a snow-blinded motorman crash- 
ed his “L’ ’train into the rear of an- 
other blocked by the storm. Another 
“I,” wreck tied up traffic on the other 
side of the city for hours. 

Despite efforts of hundreds of snow 
plows and thousands of men, street 
car traffie was abandoned for a time 
throughout the city. More than a 
dezen of the big red cars were sent 
off the tracks on strategic lines while 
mountainous drifts blocked other main 
traffie arteries. 

So strong was the gale that the 
drifts formed again almost as soon as 
the snow plows removed them. More 
than 10 inches of snow had fallen and 
it was expected to continue until 
morning. 

Automobile travel was almost im- 
possible. Boulevards were lined for 
miles with stalled passenger cars and 
trucks. Braver motorists were in- 
volved in almost innumerable wrecks 
in their attempts to creep through the 
snow. One crashed into a fireplug 
and flooded a portion of the loop. An- 
other ran through a plate glass win- 
dow. A third, driving a truck loaded 
with cattle, smashed into a bridge. 
The frightened animals ran mooing 
into the storm. Policemen turned cow- 
boys to round them up. 

Highways Blocked. 

All highways leading into Chicago 
were blocked. 
were marooned 


in nearby villages. 


Trains were hours late. 


Half frozen jungle beasts, crazed by 
the storm, added to the difficulties in 
the New York Central yards when a 
circus arrived from winter quarters 
in Peru, Ind., for its first performance 
of the year. Tropical animals in open 
cages were hastily coyered with can- 
vas before being removed from their 
cars. Performers aided roustabouts 
in hurrying the beasts to shelter. 

“It is one of the worst blizzards 
the show has had to contend with 
for 350 years,” said one of the man- 
agers, “It thay cost ug.some afhimals.” 

The gale from o the lake sent 
frothing waves crashing over boule- 
vards and against foundations of great 
apartment houses along. the shore. 
Many basements were flooded. 

Power and telephone lines were 
blown down along the north shore. 
Some suburbs were without electric 
light throughout the night.

While the prosecuting staff was 
awaiting the opening of the trial of 
Jack White for bribery, which was

Tuesday that“the case of W. P.’ Price, 
city purchasing agent indicted jointly 
with White and York would be called 
for trial, the state suddenly changed 
its plans and, after an early morning 
conference between Solicitor-General 
Boykin and Special Prosecutor Wil- 
liam Schley Howard, the White case 
was called.

Highest Court in the World 

The supreme court of the nation is 
the most peculiar court, with the 
greatest judicial power, of any court 
in the world. 

It was prefigured by Madison, 
“father of the constitution,” in a let- 
ter to General George Washington be- 
fore the constitutional convention had 
assembled. In that letter he said: 

“The national sipremacy ought also 
to be extended, as I conceive, to the 
judicial department. 1f those who are 
to expound and apply the laws are 
connected by their interests and their 
oaths with the particular’ states 
wholly, and not with the union, the 
participation of the union in the mak- 
ing of the laws may be possibly ren- 
dered unavailing.” 

Such counsel prevailed with the 
convention and hence the. creation of 
the court by the constitution, Of that 
creation Elihu Root said eloquently: 

“That arrangement of embodying 
the eternal principles of justice in a 
written. instrument, investing a court 
with the power to declare all acts of 
congress, and legislatures, and presi- 
dents, and governors, void and of no 
effect when they fail to conform to 
these principles, is, it seems to me, 
the greatest contribution of America 
to the political science of the 
world !”

That Plenary Power Inveestment. 


But that plenary investment of 
power in the supreme court to de- 
clare acts of congress null and void 
has been the feature of it most often 
and bitterly attacked, even down to 
the present day. 

It was John Marshall, when he had 
become chief justice of the court, who 
adopted a precedent set by the great 
Virginia chancellor, George Wythe, 
who had nullified an act of the Vir- 
ginia assembly, and assumed that 
power for the supreme court of the 
nation. 

In the ever famous case of Mar- 
bury ys. Madison. Marshall said: 

“It is a position too plain to be 
contested that the constitution con- 
trols any legislative act repugnant to 
it; or that the legislature may alter 
the constitution by an ordinary act. 
Between these alternatives there is no 
middle ground. The constitution is 
either a superior, paramount law, un- 
changeable by ordinary legislative

cause While the incision (not mere 
“lancing’”) of felon cannot be too 
prompt, it is disastrous to cut into a 
finger with acute lymphangitis in the 
first few days or even the first few 
weeks, before the infection has _ be- 
come definitely localized. I hope the 
reader grasps the distinction here, for 
it may mean the saving of a hand or 
even of life itself. In felon the in- 
fection is definitely localized from the 
beginning. In lymphangitis it is not, 
but on the contrary it is quite evi- 
dently spread through a considerable 
region. You can see how that is the 
moment you look at the trouble. In 
felon the swelling, redness and tender- 
ness are all strictly limited to the end 
phalanx of fingér or thumb. In lym- 
phangitis, which is the result of in- 
| fection through some scratch, puncture 


| or slight wound of the skin, the red- 
i ness and swelling extend up the finger. 
often up the hand and = arm, 
' streaks along the lymphatics, up the 
arm toward the armpits. and _ this 
usually happens within the first 12 
'hours after the pain begins. 

Heaven help the unfortunate who 
fools along with such a condition un- 
_der the impression that he has “taken 
a little cold in it.” The chilliness or 
actual chills a victim of acute lymph- 
angitis is likely to have in the early 
stage of the illness -probably con- 
tribute toward that horrible supersti- 
tion, but like the chills of pneumonia 
or malaria they are of course a con- 
sequence, not a cause, of the invasion 
and poisoning of the blood by the 
germs or organisms of the disease. 
The chilliness, malaise, restlessness, 
fever and prostration of lymphangitis 
spell acute septicemia, acute 
poisoning. 

Taken in time, of course the earlier 
the better, this grave condition is still 
amenable to treatment. The entire 
limb should be kept immersed in hot 
strong salt solution, with or without 
any safe antiseptic addition to the 
water. If the limb can't be kept in a 
suitable bath of this sort, then volnmi-

It has splendidly fulfilled the pic- 


ture drawn of it by Caleb Cushing 
when retiring as attorney general, and 
whom President Grant afterwards 
nominated for chief justice, but was 
refused confirmation because he had 
been a friend of Jefferson Davis. 
Cushing said to the court: 

“Yours is not the gauntleted hand 
of the soldier. Nor yours the voice 
which commands armies, rules cabi- 
nets, or leads senates; but though 
you are none of these, yet you are 
backed by all of them. Their’s is the 
external power which sustains your 
moral authority. 
nate mind of the political body of the 
nation. In the complex institutions of 
our country you are the pivot point 
upon which the rights and liberties of 
all, government and people alike, turn; 
or, rather, you are the central light of 
constitutional wisdom around which 
they perpetually revolve.” 


Composition of the Court. 


The supreme court is continuously 
composed of a chief justice and eight 
associate justices. They are chosen 
by the president, but must be con- 
firmed by the senate before they can 

commissioned and sit upon the 
bench. . 

Since we have party government of 
the nation it falls out, as a rule, that 
when a president has the duty of se- 
lecting a member of the court he 
chooses a person of his own political 
affiliation. Hence it has generally 
happened, and is the case now, that 
the court is dominated by a majority 
of members of one political party. For 
seventy years now the court has been, 
from the political point of view, a 
republican court and President Hoover 
in the Hughes and Parker appoint- 
ments is keeping it so. 

During his presidential term Presi- 
dent Hoover may, in all probability, 
have the chance to appoint other jus- 
tices—even a majority of the court. 
It may be taken for granted, in my 
opinion, that he will continue to ap- 
point republicans, for he has shown no 
evidence that he regards himself as 
more than a republican party presi- 
dent.

A Third Only Are Democrats. 


Of the nine members of the court, 
assuming the early confirmation of 
Judge Parker, only three are demo- 
crats: Justices McReynolds and Bran- 
deis, appointed in 1914 and 16 by 
President Wilson, and justice Pierce 
Butler, appointed in 1922 by DPresident 
Harding to succeed Justice John H 
Clarke, who resigned to take up ad- 
vocacy of the entry of the United 
States into the League of Nations. 

By the way, one of the makers of 
the Constitution in 1787 was a Pierce 
Butler of South Carolina, but Justice 
Butler tells me that he was not an 
ancestor. That Pierce Butler was an 
Englishman and a Protestant, while 
Justice Butler is a Minnesota-born 
American of Irish descent and is a 
Roman Catholic. 

The court also has a Jew and a 
Mormon in its membership, while the 
other six including Chief Justice 
Hughes are Protestants. 

But the religious affiliations of the 
nominees have never figured in their 
qualifications,. but all have been ac- 
cepted and confirmed because of their 
impeccable characters and _ juristic 
abilities. to 


The Special Case of Brandeis. 

Justice Louis's Dembitz Brandeis, 
the Jew justice. was born in Louis- 
ille. Ky., in 1856, and is now in his 
74th year of age. He has been on 
the court since June 5, 1916, and is 
more than three years past the age of 
retirement, should he choose to re- 
tire—but he does not. His demo- 
cratic colleague, Justice McReynolds, 
was also born in. Kentucky, at Elkton, 
in 1862, and lacks two years of being 
eligible for retirement. 

Justice Brandeis lived in Boston 
when appointed to the supreme court 
by President Wilson. He was con- 
spicuous as a protagonist for the so- 
cial implications of law and justice, 
and because of that tempo his confir- 
mation was hung up in thé senate, un- 
til President Wilson wrote to Senator 
Culberson, saying: 

“T nominated Mr. Brandeis for the 
supreme court because it was and is 
my deliberate judgment that of all the 
men at the bar whom it has been my 
privilege to observe, test and know, 
he is exceptionally qualified. This 
friend of justice and of men will orna- 
ment the high court of which we are 
all so justly proud” 

And so, likewise, will Judge Parker,

The growth of trade between Cuba 
and Georgia and Florida; the tremen- 
dous increase in the number of visitors 
annually from these two states to 
Cuba and:the large number of Cuban 
students in educational institutions in 
our section; the constantly growing 
exchange of infotfmation concerning 
the customs and ambitions of the 
people of Cuba and the citizens of the 
two states nearest her is resulting in 
a@ reciprocity of interest which can 
but result in benefit to both our own 
people and those of our little sister 
republic. 

Probably not one Atlantan in a 
thousand knows that Atlanta and 
Georgia firms ship yearly to Cuba 
goods valued at many millions of dol- 
lars, Cotton goods, sugar mill machin- 
ery, agricultural implements, fencing, 
shoes, candy, lumber and a hundred 
and one other commodities go in a 
steady stream to purchasers in Cuba. 
On the other hand, other of our large 
business concerns annually import 
from Cuba large quantities of sugar, 
tobacco, tropical hardwoods and many 
agricultural products. 

In 1929 the Coca-Cola Company of 
Atlanta alone imported 140,000,000 
pounds of Cuban sugar and it is ex- 
pected that.its imports this year will 
be at least, 10,000,000 pounds greater. 

More than 2,500 bags of Cuban 
sugar, weighing 600 pounds each, are 
imported weekly through the port of 
Savannah. The Savannah refinery, 
one of the largest single industries in 
the south, is a mammoth plant with 
a capacity of 2,500,000 pounds per 
day. When running at full capacity 
it can daily fill and send on their 
way 50 railroad freight cars loaded 
to capacity. 


NOTES FROM ATLANTA 
CHIEF CUBAN CURRENCY. 

Still another bond between Atlanta 
and Cuba lies in the fact that at the 
present time more than $50,000,000 
in notes.of the Atlanta Federal Re- 
serve bank are in circulation in Cuba, 
which, while having its own silver 
currency, uses only American paper 
money. The federal reserve bank 
branch in Havana is a branch of the 
Atlanta bank, with the result that 
there is a close financial relationship 
between Atlanta and the entire island 
republic. 

While it is impossible to estimate 
the actual amount of trade between 
the south Atlantie states and Cuba, 
since the only figures announced by 
the two governments cover only the 
totals of the business between the 
two countries, there is no questioning 
that in both exports and imports 
Georgia and Florida are responsible 
for a large part of the business.

Board Meets Thursday. 

The criticised official's official ex- 
oneration will depend upon the action 
of the entire board of education, which 
has been called to meet in special ses- 
sion Thursday. Indications are that 
a majority of members will vote for 


adoption of the special committee's re-| 
port, but opponents of Ritchie declare 


they will carry their fight to oust him 
to the last ditch. 

Following publication of the com- 
mittee’s action in adopting the report 
vindicating Ritchie, his opponents have 
charged that the report itself consti- 
tuted an irregularity by virtue of the 
manner of its formulation, having been 
written before all testimony before the 
committee was completed: have al- 
leged that the committee had “white- 
washed” the accused official regardless 
ef testimony by witnesses before it; 
that the report was a ‘colossal hoax ;”’ 
that the fact that it was written be- 
fore the final meeting of the commit- 
tee had been held was conclusive proof 
“that the committee did not intend 
to give a fair verdict.” 

If opposition to adoption of the re- 
port fails before the regular board 
of education Thursday, opponents de- 
elared, the controversy will be car- 
ried directly to the public at large, and 
in this connection plans have been 
formulated for a series of indignation 
meetings to be held in public schools 
in all sections of the city as a protest 
to continuance in power of the criti- 
cised business head. 

Ritchie's Opponents. 

Chief among those opposed to re- 
tention of Ritchie are William C. 
Slate, of the second ward; E.R. 
Sweat, of the tenth: Ivan Cochran, 
of the thirteenth, and W. H. Sprat- 
lin of the ninth. 

Mr. Slate Tuesday night. in a state- 
ment to The Constitution, declared 
that “the people of Atlanta are sick 
and tired of Ritchie and his meth- 
ods,” and reiterated his intention of 
bringing about his removal from of- 
ice. 

‘Ritchie's methods.” Mr. Slate de- 
clared. “have brought about a de- 
—— condition in the Atlanta pub- 
ie school system. I believe that the 
only remedy to our local educational 
ailments lies unequivocally in the re- 
moval of this man, who has literally 
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Termed “Colossal Hoax.” 

“It was the most colossal hoax ever 

rpetrated.upon the Atlanta people, 

e asserted. ‘Just imagine a com- 
mittee of intelligent men interview- 
ing a few witnesses and then com- 
ing out with the statement that the 
findings of the grand jury were un- 
founded. It is the most preposterous 
proceeding I have ever heard of. The 
report itself was written before the 
last meeting of the committee—show- 
ing conclusively that the committee 
did not intend to give a fair verdict. 
Mr. Ritchie knows full well that the 
people of Atlanta do not want him 
any longer. He is fully aware that 
the public es well as the grand jury 
is entirely cognizant of his ineffi- 
ciency. And yet he persists in_hold- 
ing the office even after the president 
of the board of education has request- 
ed his resignation.” 

In event the board adopts the com- 
mittee’s report—which late Tuesday 
afternoon still was in the process of 
transcription, having been read by 
‘the stenographer to the committee 
from shorthand notation—Mr. Slate 
declared that the first of a series of 
“indignation meetings” will be held 
at 7:30 o'clock Friday night at the 
Georgia Avenue school. Other such 
meetings, he declared, will follow un- 
til the matter is taken before parents 
and teaehers of every school in the 
city system.

“In the short time that Lumpkin was fighting he was 
never able to hit anything except Myers’ elbows and 
shoulders. The veteran, who has battled evenly with 
Risko, Christner and Seykyra, knew entirely too much 
for the youth of five fights, and Lumpkin never had a 
chance. 

“Lumpkin left the impression that he either was 
completely out of condition or that his chin was very 
fragile. From the ringside the punches which Myers was 
dealing out seemed slow and lacking in steam.

CLAMPS DOWN 


Teams Must Count Six 
Before Going Into 
Action. 


By Ted Vosburgh, 


NEW YORK, March 25.—(>)— 
Finding- that some teams last fall 
were beating the stop rule on shift 
Plays and others were wearing equip- 
ment the same color as the ball to! 
trick opponents, the National Foot- 
ball Rules committee today announced 
definite action to curb such practices. 
These were the most important re- 
sults of the annual session of rule- 
makers for 1930. 

Instead of “approximately one 
second,” the stop period on ‘shift 
plays was changed to “a period of at 
least one second.” 

COUNT INCREASED. 

The ‘count roughly measuring this 
moment of patise was increased from 
four to six and the referee was em- 
powered to carry a split-second watch 
to assure himself that the rule is 
being obeyed. 

Four pair of eyes instead of one 
or two will be on a constant lookout 
for any and all violations of the: rules 
next year, under a provision giving 


linesman * “concurrent” jurisdiction 
over all fouls. 

Under the old code there were cer- 
tain fouls which the referee was to 
look out for and others for which 
one of hig fellow officials was solely 
responsible. 

The referee will act as the final 
judge, should any conflict of testi- 
mony or opinion arise. 

Deploring ‘“‘unsportsmanlike tenden- 
cies’ as represented by the use of 
camouflage in designing uniforms, the 
committee adopted a resolution which 
“deprecates the use of head protec- 
tors, jerseys or attachments which are 
so similar in color to the ball that 
they give the wearers an unfair and 
unsportsmanlike advantage over their 
opponents.” 

TWO COLORS. 

The resolution further “suggests 
that if such head protectors are worn, 
the solid color be broken by, at least 
two cross strips of marke &y Gontrast- 
ing color at least two inches in width 
and that the solid eolor of such jer- 
seys or attachments be _ definitely 
broken by stripes or numbers of 
markedly contrasting color.” 

The committee felt that this state- 
ment which will appear in the 1930 
rule book simply as a resolution will 
be sufficient to stop*the abuse but 
if not it is planned’ to make it a 
mandatory regulation in 1931. 

Some of the most ingenious abuses 
since the “bootleg football” evil of 
1928, when “snouted” balls designed 
for passing were widely distributed 
to teams stressing an aerial attack, 
led to the committee's action. 

One well-known halfback last fall, 
a member of the committee said, made 
a practice of wearing a headgear 
which had no chin strap and which 
would roll like a football which it 
closely resembled in color. Just be- 
fore he was tackled this player would 
dislodge his headgear to make it ap- 
pear that he had fumbled, 

NIGHT GAMES. 


When the playing of night games 
came into vogue, the committee ac- 
quiesced to the request of certain 
teams to play with a ball painted 
white. 

“Last season,” Wiliam S. Langford, 
secretary and spokesman of the com- 
mittee, pointed ont, “some of the 
teams abused this by appearing on 
the field clad in white jerseys.” 

In addition the newly recodified 
rules with the number of separate 
provisions reduced from 28 to 13, re- 
ceived its sixth and final revision at 
the hands of the members of the rules 
committee of the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association in their annual 
session last week-end at Absecon, N. J. 

Representatives of all sections of 
the country and of the National Foot- 
ball Coaches’ Association strongly rec- 
ommended no material change in the 
content of the rules from those of last 
year and the work of the committee 
consisted of revising the new code and

Trading tapered off 
considerably on the decline, but total 
sales aggregated 4,526,050, about 100,- 
000 below the year's record.
